This letter is to informyou that the limted access Part-tine
tilefish portion of the yearly tilefish quota for the 2002
fishing year is projected to be harvested, based upon deal er
reports and other avail able information.

Therefore, effective 0001 hrs local time, Septenmber 5, 2002,
fishing vessels holding Part-tinme category Federal tilefish
permts are prohibited fromlanding tilefish harvested from
within the tilefish managenent unit* through October 31, 2002.

Federally permitted dealers are al so advised that, effective
Septenber 5, 2002, they may not purchase tilefish fromPart-tine
cateqgory federally permtted tilefish vessels who land tilefish
harvested fromwithin the tilefish managenent unit, for the
remai nder of the 2002 fishing year (through October 31, 2002).

The 2003 fishing year quota for limted access Part-tine tilefish
vessels will open on Novenber 1, 2002.
